WASHINGTON (AP) - President 
Nixon has frozen all consumer prices 
for 60 days, jolting an inflation-plagued 
economy with a surprise shock treat­ 
ment while buying time to build a 
tougher wage-price control system. 


Wages were not frozen by the 
President. Neither were rents, interest 
and dividends or raw agricultural 
products at the farm level. 
But Nixon told the nation in a 
television-radio address Wednesday- 
night that all other prices paid for 
goods and services during the next two 
months cannot exceed prices that 
prevailed in the June 1-8 base period. 


Congressional action is required for 
proposed export controls and other 
supporting elements of the President’s 
fourth attempt in two years to curb in­ 
flationary pressures. But the price 
freeze went into effect Wednesday 
night when he signed an executive 
order. 
Unless lifted sooner, the freeze 
expires Aug. 12. By then, Nixon said, 
he will have ready “a new and more 


effective system of controls” to 
replace Phase 3—a limited system 
w hich his economic advisers admitted 
was a failure. 
Phase 4 controls, Nixon said, “will 
involve tighter standards and more 
mandatory compliance procedures 
than under Phase 3” and will include 
special 
measures 
to 
stabilize 
food and gasoline prices. 


Members of Congress had mixed 
reactions to the President’s moves. 
Sen. William Proxm ire, DWis., 
chairman of the Joint Economic 
Committee, voiced some reservations 
but said he would withdraw for 90 days 
his pending Senate amendment to 
freeze wages, prices and consumer 
interest rates. 
Republicans generally supported the 
President. “Right on target,” said 
House GOP leader Gerald R. Ford. 
Democrats were less enthusiastic. 
‘‘I’m fearful that it may not be broad 
enough,” said House Speaker Carl 
Albert. 
leading economists were split, too. 


“Too little, too late, too complicated, 
too political,” said noted economist 
Eliot Janeway. 


“It’s a definite improvement,” said 
top University of Pennsylvania 
economist, Dr. Lawrence R. Klein. 
Nixon told the nation in his 15-minute 
address from the Oval Office that the 
economy is strong—-“we are in the 
middle of one of the biggest, strongest 
booms in our history.” 
But for a variety of reasons, he said, 
“prices are going up at unacceptably 
high rates and the great part of this 
increase is due to rising food prices.” 


He then outlined his price freeze as 
part of what he called “bold yet sen­ 
sible policies to meet our temporary 
problems.** Other elements of the 
President’s program include: 
—An urgent request for Congress “to 
give me the new and more-flexible 
authority needed” to impose export 
controls on products such as grain and 
animal feedstuffs. “In allocating the 
products of America’s farms between 
markets abroad and those in the 


United States, we must put the 
American consumer first,” he said. 
—A presidential order for the In­ 
ternal Revenue Service to im­ 
mediately audit the books of com­ 
panies that raised their prices more 
than 1.5 per cent during Phase 3. If the 
increases weren’t justified, Nixon said 
“the prices will be rolled back.” 
—A request that Congress allow him 
to eliminate tariffs on imported meat 
and other scarce items such as 
plywood and zinc, plus authority to sell 
more surplus commodities from 
government stockpiles. 
—A promise of new farm legislation 
to put “high production ahead of high 
prices," a threat to veto any spending 
bill that exceeds his proposed budget, 
and a plea that Congress quickly clear 
the way for the Alaska pipeline to 
combat oil and gasoline shortages. 
Nixon said he didn't freeze wages 
because' they hadn’t been a significant 
cause of price increases. They will re­ 
main for now under Phase 3 guidelines 
which generally call for pay boosts to 
be held to 5.5 per cent a year.

Vesco Vows 
Cooperation 


With Courts 


SAN JOSE, Costa Rica (AP) — 
President Jose Figueres says fugitive 
financier Robert L. Vesco has given 
him a personal promise to cooperate 
with Costa Rican courts considering 
his extradition to the United States. 


The president said in an interview 
Wednesday night that the promise 
extended to Vesco’s appearance in a 
Costa Rican court should it be deemed 
necessary. 
Meanwhile, Figueres said, the 
financier is welcome to come and go as 
he pleases while the matter of ex­ 
tradition is being resolved. 


Figueres hinted that the extradition 
proceedings could drag on for months 
and cited the case of several Peruvian 
lawyers now residing here who are 
wanted in Peru. 
“That case has already gone on for 
some four or five months,” he said. “I 
have no idea how long this one will go 
on. This one might be quick. It might 
be longer.” 
The U.S. Embassy formally has 
asked for the extradition of Vesco 
based on a charge by the International 
Controls Corp., which he founded, that 
he made fraudulent use of a telegram 
to order the transfer of $250,000 from 
the Bahamas to his New York account. 
The indictment 
was 
announced 
Wednesday in New York. 
According to the embassy here, 
fraud is covered under the 1922 ex­ 
tradition agreem ent between the 
United States and Costa Rica.

$423,000 Spent By U.S. 


For San Clemente Security 


WASHINGTON (AP) 
The federal 
government says it has spent $423,(KH) 
at Uh* request of tile Secret Service for 
improvements at I‘resident Nixon’s 
San Clemente estate intended to in­ 
crease presidential security. 
In the fullest accounting to date of 
federally financed work on the 
President’s oceanside California 
property, officials Wednesday night 
listed projects ranging from a $175,(HK) 
electrical system to a $1,7<H) workshop 
renovation. 
The tentative figure compiled by Uh* 
General Services Administration at 
White House* request was about double 
the dollar amount of San Clemente 
projects disclosed in news articles 
during the past two weeks. 
The White* House also has asked the 
CSA to prepare a report on similar 
projects at the Pre*sident’s Key 
Biscayne, F la.,home. That breakdown 
should la* available in a few days, an 
official said. 
All of the San Clemente* work, a 
White House spokesman said, “was at 
the express request of the Secret 
Service for security reasons.” 
Through Herbert Kalmbaeh, who 
was his personal attorney until 
recently, Nixon paid for portions of 
some projects such as a sewer con­ 
nection, the official said 
“The CSA was scrupulous in dealing 
with Kalmbaeh 
in pro-rating what 
the government should pay for,” he 
said.

New Election For Disputed Seat Ordered 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)-The Ohio 
Senate ordered a new election in a 
disputed 1972 Senate race and received 
a bill that would create a commission 
to set up a state lottery. 
The fast-breaking legislative day 
also saw the House approve a bill 
permitting Sunday horse racing. It 
now goes to the Senate. 
The Senate accepted the lottery bill 
after the House refused to pass as an 
emergency another implementation 
bill that would have named a com­ 
mission to recommend—rather than 
adopt—a lottery. 
The Senate voted 17-15 along party 
lines on a resolution to declare vacant 
the seat held by Sen. Gene Slagle, D-26 
Galion, and order a new election in 
1974 for the remaining two years of the 
term. 


Under Senate rules, Slagle could not 
vote on the issue. He joined fellow 
Democrats in opposing acceptance of 
the report of a select committee which 
studied the problem. That issue passed 
17-16, the margin Republicans hold in 
the 33-member Senate. 


The resolution retains Slagle on a 
provisional basis until he or a suc­ 
cessor is elected in November, 1974. He 
was seated provisionally last January. 


The Galion auctioneer defeated 
veteran Republican incumbent Robin 
T. Turner of Marion by 155 votes last 
November. Turner challenged the 
election, contending names were not 
properly rotated in Marion County. 
The district includes eight counties or 
parts of counties. 
Slagle indicated he would file court 


action but said where the suit would be 
filed depended on his attorneys He

Without the emergency clause, the 
commission could riot begin studying 
lottery proposals until 90days after the 
bill was signed into law. Sponsors fear 
it could delay a lottery until next year. 
The new Senate bill would give a 
separate five-member commission 
authority to put a lottery into effect. It 
needs only a simple majority for 
passage in both houses. 


The Senate hill is sponsored by Sen 
Ronald M Mottl, D-24 Parma, chief 
hacker of a lottery for the past four 
years. Ohio voters lifted the prohibi­ 
tion against one last month 
Rep. Thomas Fries, R-35 Dayton, 
who handled the issue in the House, 
indicated he will introduce a bill 
similar to Mottl’s in that chamber. 


“The people of Ohio voted over- 
wfHrningly to support a state lottery,” 
Fries said “I ain determined to sec 
that state government does precisely 
that this year, not some distant, ob­ 
scure date in the far future.”

The U.S. dollar 
moved sharply higher in london today 
hut lost small fractions in other 
European centers as money markets 
studied President Nixon’s latest anti- 
inflation package 
The dollar jumped nearly half a cent 
when the Lindon foreign exchange 
market opened. The pound was quoted 
at $2.5692 But local factors may have 
played a role. The pound weakened 
Wednesday against the dollar because 
of disappointing British foreign trade 
figures, the worst in three years. 
On the continent, the dollar was 
marginally weaker at the opening. 
Dealers in Paris and Frankfurt said it 
was too early to expect any market 
reaction to the Nixon moves, including 
his price freeze of up to 60 days. 
Nixon 
spoke 
after 
midnight 
European time, and financial com­ 
munities on this side of the Atlantic 
were studying the fine print of his 
remarks when markets opened. In­ 
flation has been a major reason for tin* 
dollar’s recent weakness. 
Gold was unchanged in Zurich at 
$115.75 an ounce, another sign the 
market had paused to assess Nixon’s 
remarks. In London, gold opened 25 
cents higher at $116 an ounce. 
In F rankfurt, Uh* dollar weakened a 
small fraction from 2.6240 marks at 
Wednesday’s close to 2.6220 marks at 
opening. In Paris, the dollar recorded 
a similar dip from 4.3325 commercial 
francs to 4.3250 commercial francs. 
American currency was firm in 
Tokyo trading following tho freeze 
announcement. The morning session 
closed with the dollar at 264.69 yen, 
compared with Wednesday’s closing of 
264.53.

Medicare Now 
Available 


For Disabled 


Widows who have been getting 
survivors payments from social 
security but who have been severely 
disabled for the last two years may be 
eligible for Medicare starting July I— 
“ but they must file a disability claim,” 
according to Harry B. Bieber, social 
security 
district 
manager 
in 
Chillicothe. 
Medicare has been available only to 
people 65 and over. Starting in July, 
the Government health care insurance 
will be extended automatically to all 
disabled people under 65 if they have 
received monthly social security 
disability payments for two years or 
more. 
“ But some severely disabled widows 
50 and over have never applied for 
disability payments,” Mr. Bieber said. 
“ Generally they have been getting 
benefits as widowed mothers who have 
young or disabled children in their 
care. 
“ To get Medicare, these widows 
must file a 
claim for 
disability 
payments,” he pointed out. “ As soon 
as possible, they should call, write, or 
visit any social security office. If a 
widow is unable to make the contact, a 
friend or relative 
may 
help. 
If 
necessary, arrangements can be made 
for a social security representative to 
visit her.” 
The Chillicothe social security office 
is at 606 Central Center in Chillicothe.

Debt Control 


Many Americans are con­ 
tinually concerned at the an­ 
nual 
increase 
in 
federal 
spending They have watched 
with mounting unease as the 
national debt has risen steadily 
under all administrations for 40 
years. 


But the more thoughtful 
realize that the presidents are 
not entirely to blame. Control 
of the federal pursestrings is in 
the hands of Congress. Why 
cannot 
these 
elected 
representatives do something 
about federal spending? 


The principal reasons why 
Congress 
doesn’t 
check 
spending lie in two basic 


defects: 
Congress isn’t suf­ 
ficiently well staffed to keep up 
with budget requests, and the 
methods by which federal 
funds are appropriated make it 
difficult if not impossible to 
determine whether any year’s 
spending is more or less than 
the probable 
receipts from 
taxes. 


The executive branch has 
thousands of employes working 
on the budget. Yet the com­ 
bined 
staffs 
of 
the 
two 
congressional 
appropriations 
committees, which must make 
recommendations to Congress 
on these budgets, do not exceed 
several dozen persons. They 


are assigned a task that is a 
physical impossibility 
The 
other 
aspect 
of 
th< 
problem stems from the fact 
that under present procedures 
Congress is not required at any 
point in its action on the budget 
to determine annually the 
relationship between federal 
revenues and expenditures, or 
the incurrence of additional 
debt. 
The situation is much like 
that of the householder who 
obligates himself for expensive 
and continuing installment 
payments without any thought 
of his probable income. He 
usually winds up in bankrupt­ 
cy. 


Elmer Gantry Award 


Perhaps it will provide some con­ 
solation, but, we now see, the Nixon 
Administration has no monopoly on 
scandal. It develops that Philip Ber­ 
rigan, who for some years has been 
posing as the? conscience 
of the 
Western world and the big ethical 
honc ho of the Catholic left, has been 
secretly married to Elizabeth McAl­ 
lister, a nun, for the last four years. 
Thus, even as he was lecturing 
hither and yon on the moral shortcom­ 
ings of American policies both foreign 
and domestic, he was at the same tune 
betraying his vows as a priest, offering 
himself to the public under false pre­ 
tenses, and deceiving his closest 
followers in what was once known as 
the Movement. 
For, from the moment of the mar­ 
riage, Berrigan was not in fact any 
longer a priest. His superior in the 
Josephite order now says that the mar­ 
riage automatically terminated his 
priesthood, a fact Berrigan himself 
must have known. Yet for four years 
lie reinforced his moral authority by 
duping the public, (losing as a priest. 
He makes Aimee Scruple McPherson 
look like an honest woman. 
In this garish light, it is amusing to 
re-read 
some 
of 
the 
Berrigan 
hagiography of recent vintage. 
For example, one particularly 
bizarre production of Berrigan Indus­ 
tries Limited was the January, 1971 
number of the Holy Cross Quarterly, 
devoted almost entirely to worship of 
the Berrigan brothers; though one 
critical piece was printed, presumably 
for balance. In an expanded version, 
this production next came out as a 
paperback volume. From today’s 
perspective, much of the prose takes 
on hilarious double meanings. Here is 
the hapless editor, William Van Etten 
Casey: 
“ And would a close look at their lives 
and personalities," he asks, “ change 
us as they themselves had been 
changed?" 
It might make us a lot more skep­ 
tical of moral Tarzans. 
I particularly savor the following, 
from Noam Chomsky: "They have a 
disturbing habit of posing hard ques­ 
tions, not only by what they say, but by 
what they do." As a famous British 
politician used to say, Ho-bloody-ho. 
The Casey compendium drips with 
ludicrous awe, as in the following by 
one yokel : “ Few so well synthesize, in 
the context of faith, the seeming an­ 
tithesis of action and contemplation." 
And then there is tile inimitable 
in 
retrospect — personal touch: “ Phil 
has areas of considerable shyness and 
silence." Baby, you bet he does.

In tho light of the now revealed con­ 
nubial events, the following may ap­ 
pear to tx* luduerously apropos: “ The 
Berrigans gesture of pouring napalm 
on draft files and burning them, pre­ 
cisely because it is a symbolic gesture, 
fits not only the tradition of radical 
American politics, but also the 
prophetic tradition of symbolic acts. 
We need only recall Isaiah walking 
hulked and barefoot’ through the 
streets of Jerusalem and Jeremiah 
buying his loincloth at the river bank." 
These allusions are much more strik­ 
ing now than when the author wrote 
them down. 
Even the projected Kissinger kid­ 
naping now may be seen to possess a 
weird sort of logic. They had allegedly 
seized upon the Big Swinger of the 
Nixon Administration. Oddly enough, 
they don’t seem to have considered 
nabbing Barbara Howar or Jill St. 
John. 


In his Foreword, editor Van Etten 


Casey leads with his chin. In 1971, "it 
was now possible to assess the signifi­ 
cance of the Berrigans with less fear of 
new developments requiring further 
changes in judgment." Wheeee! 


I conclude with a bit of matchless 
treacle from the aforesaid Casey: “ I 
have lived 57 years, 39 as a Jesuit, 27 as 
a priest. After all those years of 
caution, a little of the 
Berrigan 
courage has finally rubbed off on me. 
Thank you, Dan and Phil. Six months 
later I see no reason to revise a single 
word in this conclusion." 


Stick around, buster, stick around. 
Everyone has noticed that in their 
photographs, the Berrigan brothers al­ 
ways seem to Im * laughing. Now we 
know why. Phil is more in the tradition 
of P T . Barnum and Cagliostro than 
Ignatius or St. Joseph. Ile gets the 
Elmer Gantry Award for 1973.

NEW YORK (A P) — More pure 
energy and creativeness probably 
pours into America’s marketing of 
products than into tile invention and 
design of the products themselves. And 
nobody believes this more than the 
premium people. 


Marketing men will tell you that you 
can no more sell a worthless product 
through promotion 
than 
you can 
produce a lily white image for a cor­ 
porate polluter. But if the product has 
any quality, you can send it on its way. 
There are, for example, instances of 
products that cost less to produce than 
the container that carries them. And 
there are products that sell not for 
their intrinsic desirability but because 
of the premium attached. 
Selling the image and selling 
‘‘something 
additional” 
have, 
therefore, sometimes become as 
important as the primary product 
itself, as is illustrated by this tiny 
tabloid summary of a cocky industry 
with its sights on the stars. 
Premiums have been around a long, 
long time, hundreds of years by some 
calculations, but certainly from the 
pre-Civil War days of B. T. Babbitt, 
who offered a color lithograph for 25 of 
his soap wrappers. 
Before that time premiums were 


handed out regularly, but generally 
not in a systematic way. In 18th cen­ 
tury 
I/misiana, for example, the 
premium was lagniappe, generally a 
bit of candy or gum drops or a bit of 
shrimp. 
By 1973 the industry had grown to the 
massive proportions of $4 billion, made 
up of a multitude of incentives ranging 
from bubble gum cards to round-the- 
world trips for winners of sales con­ 
tests. 
Trading stamps, incidentally, failed 
to keep pace. After growing from a 
(jea-size $10 million in 1950 to the 
watermelon proportions of $900 million 
five years ago they slipped to under 
$700 m illion but reportedly are 
growing again.

A 
Speaking Of Your Health 


by Latter I. C olem an, M O 


Whenever I put my hands in midly 
cold water they turn blue immediately. 
This can happen to me even when the 
weather is warm. I feel that something 
is wrong with my circulation. 
Mrs. E.M ., Va. 
Dear Mrs. M.: 
You are correct in assuming that 
this indicates some problem with your 
blood vessels. 
By your description, the first con­ 
dition that comes to my mind is one 
known as Reynaud’s disease. 
This condition, 
more commonly 
found in females, is due to a spasm of 
the blood vessel, especially those in the 
tips of the fingers. 
You did not mention whether or not 
you smoke cigarettes. If you do, this 
should 
be stopped 
imm ediately 
because tobacco adds to the closure 
and spasm of blood vessels. 
Some episodes of Reynaud’s disease 
are associated with severe emotional 
upsets, some types of drugs and, oc­ 
casionally, following an injury. 
First, of course, you must confirm 
that Reynaud’s disease is the reason 
for your 
symptoms. 
Your own 
physician can determine this and start 
you on a regime that will help to 
control it. 
A number of drugs are used to dilate 
the blood vessels and thereby reduce 
the frequency and the severity of the 
condition. 
People with this disorder must be 
sure to avoid exposure to any form of 
severe cold. 
Sometimes, special surgery, known 
as “ sympathectomy," is used to help 
dilate the blood vessels and reduce the 


severity of the symptoms of Reynaud’s 
disease. 


Are the adenoids ever removed 
without taking out the tonsils? What is 
the advantage of leaving the tonsils in? 
Mrs.G.L., Ind. 
Dear Mrs. L.: 
The tonsils and the adenoids are part 
of lymphoid tissue which circles the 
back of the nose, the back of the throat, 
and the tonsil area. All of this lym­ 
phoid tissue is closely related and most 
often equally affected by inflammation 
and infection. 


It is now generally accepted that this 
entire ring of lymphoid tissue may 
play an important role in the formation 
of antibodies during infancy. 
When, however, this tissue exhausts 
its protective function and becomes 
infected, surgical removal is con­ 
sidered. 


When children are over 4, in most 
instances it is advisable to remove 
both the tonsils and adenoids. 
In very young children, below the 
age of two and a half, where there is 
marked 
obstruction 
to 
nasal 
breathing, the removal of just the 
adenoids is of value. 
In these young children, the tonsils 
are sometimes not removed, leaving 
them in the hope that they will con­ 
tinue to be of protective benefit. 
Unfortunately, many 
of these 
children after the age of 3*2 or 4, may 
develop infections of the tonsils which 
necessitates 
another 
traum atic 
surgical experience that might have 
been avoided.

CLEVELAND, Ohio (AP) — Five 
rural Ohio judges sent to Cleveland to 
help Cuyahoga County cut into case 
backlogs say they’ve noticed one big 
difference in their work here. There’s 
a lot more of it. 
Noble County Common Pleas Court 
Judge louden C. Young noted that his 
county has been the site of only five 
murder trials since 1928. 
“ I’ve had times when they didn’t 
even call the grand jury,” he said. 
Homicides number in the hundreds 
in Cuyahoga County each year, and the 
grand jury meets two to four days a 
week. 
Each of the five judges handles all 
Common Pleas Court duties in his 
home county, and although two of 
them are retired from their own bench 
the rest must journey home period­ 
ically to clear up cases which arise 
there. 
Cuyahoga County with 28 regular 
judges has a backlog of 1,560 criminal 
cases awaiting trial, and the five were 
called in by the state to help speed the 
trials. 
Visiting judicial duties are not new 
for some of the judges. Judge Robert 
G. Tague of Perry County, a judge for 
ll years and a county prosecutor 
before that, said he has worked in 44 
counties so far. 
The 16 lawyers in his county, he said, 
are generally better prepared for 
trials than their Cleveland coun­ 
terparts. But he said Cleveland 
lawyers are 
“ a 
little more ex­ 
perienced, and they’re more realistic 
in terms of settlements, too.”

NEW YORK (A P) - Freelance 
photographer Ron Galella wanted a 
couple more pictures of Marlon 
Brando. What he got instead was a 
hard right hook that broke his lower 
jaw, he said. 
Galella, 42, told of a Tuesday night 
run-in with the 49-year-old actor. 
Galella, who was involved in a suit 
brought by Jacqueline Kennedy 
Onassis over his persistent attempts to 
photograph her and her family, said he 
followed Brando and Dick Cavett when 
they went to Chinatown after taping 
ABC TV’s “ Dick Cavett Show.” 
Mrs. Onassis won a permanent court 
order in 
1972 keeping 
Galella a 
specified distance from her and her 
children, after a judge ruled the 
photographer had “ relentlessly in­ 
vaded” her privacy. 
On Tuesday night, Galella said, he 
took about eight pictures of Cavett and 
Brando, both wearing dark glasses, as 
they walked two blocks toward a 
restaurant. “ Then I said, ‘I ’d like to 
have a couple with your glasses off.’ 
Brando said, ‘Don’t you have enough 
pictures?’ I said, ‘That’s the type of 
variety I ’d like.’” 
“ Then bang! Out of the blue! One 
punch,” recalled Galella. “ I didn’t 
even see it coming.

CINCINNATI, Ohio (AP) - The 
Mincey quadruplets—Matthew, Mark, 
Luke and John— celebrated their ninth 
birthdays last month.

NEW YORK (AP) - While dollar 
devaluation shows signs of success 
abroad, American 
consumers are 
feeling the pinch of higher-priced 
foreign goods. 
A survey shows prices of imported 
goods have gone up on everything from 
artichoke hearts to automobiles as a 
result of the IO per cent devaluation in 
February. 
“ Right now devaluation is correctly 
perceived as a negative thing because 
it’s a major factor in the horrendous 
inflation we have,” said William 
Wolman, an economist with Argus 
Research Corp. 
The aim of devaluation was to 
reduce this country’s $6.8-billion trade 
deficit — the difference between our 
imports and exports — by lessening 
the value of the dollar against other 
currencies. 
The idea was to increase American 
exports by making them less costly 
and thus more competitive overseas, 
and to slow imports by making them 
more expensive in the U.S. market. 
That was the same idea behind the 
first devaluation in 1971. 
Tile time lag between adoption of 
such a program and observable effects 
is generally six months to two years. 
It’s expected that consumers will feel 
the impact of higher-priced imports 
almost im m ediately, but positive 
effects such as higher employment 
that arise 
from 
boosting exports 
sometimes take longer. 
“ In their role as consumers, 
Americans 
have 
been 
hurt 
by 
devaluation,” said Wolman. “ But 
they’re going to benefit in their role as 
wage earners, although it will 
probably take until next year before 
this becomes apparent.”

Even a drop in passenger car im­ 
ports, while helpful to Detroit, appears 
likely to be counterbalanced by the 
nation’s increasing need for foreign 
fuel. 
Petroleum and its byproducts, with a 
value of $4.3 billion, are this country’s 
biggest import item. “ They’re going to 
be a basic problem in correcting our 
balance of payments,” said one 
economist. 
Electronic products are another 
area where devaluation could hit hard. 
Most merchandise comes from Japan 
where upward revaluation of the yen 
made export prices climb even more 
steeply than other places. 
Food and drink is another area 
where consumers will feel a pinch. 
“ Prices have gone up on everything 
from anchovies to nuts,” said David 


Jawitz, president of Camerican Inter­ 
national a processed food importer. 
The increases range from 3-4 per cent 
on some staples to IO per cent on items 
such as tomatoes and pineapples, 
which have had poor worldwide yield. 
“ But we’re selling a lot more cheese, 
perhaps because there’s been so much 
publicity about how much meat costs 
these days,” said part owner Larry 
Klein. 
Wine prices have risen sharply too. 
Schieffelin, a major importer, says 
costs have risen 10-30 per cent with the 
biggest jumps in some 
premium 
French and German wines where 
demand is great but the crop is small. 
But there 
are 
some 
relative 
bargains, including Scotch whisky, 
Polish vodka, Jamaican rum and 
Spanish, Greek and Israeli wines. 
These items have gone up only a few 
cents a bottle at most because the 
producing countries revalued their 
currency at a smaller upward rate 
than Japan or the Common Market 
bloc.

ZANKSVVIJjE , Ohio (A P )— Back in 
August, 1806, teamster Thomas Sar- 
chett set out on his wagon from St 
Clairsville heading for Cambridge 
along the famed Zane’s Trace. 
It took Sarchett from Tuesday to 
Saturday to make the trip, a rutty, 
rocky 45 miles. 
You could do the journey even then 
faster astride a horse. Today a car 
could whiz the route in less than an 
flour, but fast or slow, smooth or 
humpy, wide or narrow, Zane’s Trace 
was Ohio’s first road. 
Zanesville, a pioneer city that shares 
with Zane’s Trace a common founder, 
takes notice of that 170-year-old trail 
Friday, Saturday and Sunday in a 
celebration city officials expect to 
attract 100,000 persons. 
'Hie one-horse road Col. Ebenezer 
Zone opened from Wheeling, W. Va., to 
Maysville, Ky., long since has been 
lost under concrete and farms and 
modern Ohio. In its day it meandered 
up hills, along ridges and across 
streams, but that was in 1707 when it 
was opened. 
Individualistic pioneers tended to 
pick their own way along what had 
been in part the old Indian Mingo 
Trail, particularly when they first 
Ix’gan making their ways by wagon.

James V. Hauser, of Eldora, Iowa, 
told a Senate subcommittee hearing 
that a shortage of fuel for dryers also 
could produce mycotoxins, naturally 
produced poisons. 
One common mold called As­ 
pergillus 
flavus 
is

producing aflatoxin, one of the most

“Mycotoxins can develop as a result 
of mold growth in high moisture grain 
that is not immediately conditioned 
since molds can thrive in 18 per cent 
moisture grain,” Hauser said. 
Once the poisons develop in grain, it 
must either be destroyed or used as a 
non-food item, he said. “If this hap­ 
pens in other than isolated instances, 
our food supply can be jeopardized,” 
he said.

“They show—and the three women 
agree—that women officers can 
perform certain police functions just 
like men,” he said. 
“But where 
strength was required, the women 
were the weaker sex and couldn’t per­ 
form.” 
He said that, when one man and 
woman officer team came upon a 
drunk, “the woman officer physically 
was unable to assist the man officer in 
lifting him. So they had to call in for 
another radio car to help.” 
Policewomen must weigh at least 115 
pounds and stand 5 feet 5, while 
policemen must be a minimum of I.‘18 
pounds and 5 feet 7.

Boost OKd 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - State 
senators approved and sent to the 
House a bill that would increase 
unemployment compensation by five 
per cent Jan. 1. 
The vote Wednesday was 19-14. 
Democrat leaders withdrew support 
for the measure after two of their 
proposed amendments were defeated 
along party lines, 17-16. Even so, two 
Democrats voted for it. They were Sen. 
Gene Slagle, D-26 Galion, and Sen. 
Robert Seer est, D-20 Cambridge. 
The bill would increase maximum 
weekly benefits to $60 for a worker 
with no dependents and to $93 if he had 
four or more. 
It kept a provision for fluctuations 
liased on the National Consumer In­ 
dex. 
One of the Democratic amendments 
would have made the indicator the 
average weekly Ohio wage instead of 
the price index. 
The other would have extended 
benefits to persons forced out of work 
because of a strike at another plant or 
in a related industry. 
The bill was carried on the floor by 
NM Howard C. Cook, R-l Toledo.

WASHINGTON (AP) — In freezing 
prices for up to 60 days, President 
Nixon may have permanently etched

Paris Truce 
Ignores Two 


M ajor Issues 


SARKIN (AP) — Henry A. Kissinger 
appears to have gone home from Paris 
short of his goal of strengthening the 
Vietnam cease-fire agreement, set­ 
tling for “ unwritten understandings” 
that could doom it to failure. 
This was the impression given at a 
news conference Unlay by Foreign 
Minister Tran Van I .am, although he 
did not say so directly. 
But l<am acknowledged that the joint 
communique signed by the United 
States, North and South Vietnam and 
the Viet Cong in Paris Wednesday 
failed to address itself to two major 
issues that would appear to block a 
realistic truce:

A similar understanding was said to 
liave been made at the time the 
original Paris agreement was signed, 
Jan. 27.

estimated 145,(KM) North Vietnamese 
troops from South Vietnam. 
On Cambodia and Laos, the new 
accord restates Article 20 of tin* 
original agreement, which says the 
signers will respect their neutrality, 
refrain from using their territory and 
put an end to all military activities 
there. 
The article has been ignored. U.S. 
bombing in Cambodia is nearing its 
100th successive day. According to 
U.S. intelligence estimates, up to ioo,- 
000 North Vietnamese troops remain in 
I<aos and Cambodia, most of them 
engaged in logistics support for 
Couununist forces in South Vietnam. 
The joint communique adds a new 
dimension to the original agreement.

ALBUQUERQUE, NM 
(AP) - 
Thirty-eight persons including a baby 
were stranded overnight in two cable 
cars high above ground. Authorities 
said they were in no danger.

Sandia Peak stopped when a gust of 
wind lifted them from the drive cable 
Wednesday evening, state police said. 
The two cars were still suspended from 
guide cables and there was no danger 
of their falling to the ground, police 
added. 
Officers said a power failure oc­ 
curred about the same time a gust of 
wind lifted the cars off of the drive 
cable. Thundershowers were moving 
through the area at the time.

Nam e Texaco 
In Federal 
Trust Suit 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The Justice 
Department has moved to block what 
it says are illegal agreements between 
the nation’s No. I petroleum refiner 
and its No. I independent source of 
gasoline and heating oil. 
An agreement between Texaco Inc. 
and Coastal States Gas Producing Co. 
of Corpus Christi, Tex., restrains the 
sale of gasoline to independents, Asst. 
Atty. Gen. Thomas E. Kauper said 
Tuesday in announcing a civil antitrust 
suit against the two corporations. 
Announcement of the suit came a 
few hours after release of a national 
survey of major and independent 
gasoline service stations showed an 
increasing number were reducing op­ 
erating hours for personnel reasons or 
short gasoline supplies. 
Several congressmen have asserted 
that some 2,000 stations, mostly in­ 
dependents, have closed because of in­ 
adequate gasoline supplies. 
Elsewhere in Washington Tuesday, 
two hearings on a reported gasoline 
shortage progressed as the White 
House announced that it expected to 
have the government’s plans to con­ 
serve energy ready within a week or IO 
days. 
The survey was the second in a 
weekly series conducted by the 
American Automobile Association 
following what it says are conflicting 
“scare stories” about the amount of 
fuel available to motorists. 
Texaco, the suit said, “with one 
exception, maintains a policy not to 
sell 
gasoline 
to 
independent 
marketers.” Texaco’s purchase of the 
Coastal refinery and the other 
agreements, the complaint alleges, 
would cut off a substantial source of 
supply, primarily to independents; 
eliminate competition between the two 
in making and selling No. 2 oil; lessen 
independents’ price competition; 
eliminate Coastal as a substantial 
factor in refining and selling gasoline 
and No. 2 oil; erect barriers to 
newcomers to the oil industry and 
substantially increase 
the 
con­ 
centration of the refining 
and 
marketing business. 
In New York, a spokesman for 
Texaco issued a statement defending 
the agreements and saying they were 
entered into “to make available to the 
consuming public additional supplies 
of petroleum products.” Texaco said 
that under the agreements it buys only 
ll per cent of Coastal States’ capacity, 
and that this will increase to 37 per 
cent by the end of the year. 
A spokesman for Coastal States said 
in Houston: “The company views the 
contracts with Texaco as fully valid 
and proper ....”

X-Ray Equipment 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The airline 
industry announced today it is pur­ 
chasing more than $4 million in low- 
dose X-ray machines to screen carry- 
on baggage as part of its antihijacking 
campaign. 
The aim is to eliminate or ease the 
time-consuming baggage search now 
required by Federal Aviation Ad­ 
ministration regulations. 
Announcement of the purchase 
comes amid increasing signs that the 
FAA is considering steps to change 
several of its antihijacking procedures 
to lessen inconvenience to airline 
passengers 
The industry and airport operators 
have been after the FAA to change 
some of its regulations, but the Air 
line Pilots Association has been 
pushing the agency to continue its 
present strong rules. 
W. Blake Thompson, senior vice 
president of financial planning for 
Allegheny Airlines, said the low-dose, 
quick impulse X-ray devices can 
examine a piece of luggage in one to 
three seconds. 
“These new X-ray units can detect 
the finest wire used in an explosive 
device, while at the same time posing 
no threat to film or magnetic tapes," 
lie told the* chairmen of .security 
committees from 48 airports. 
Thompson was the leadoff speaker 
at a two-day conference sponsored by 
the Air Transport Association, which 
represents the nation's scheduled 
airlines. The workshop will include 


discussions of security by represen­ 
tatives of the FBI, the FAA, the 
Canadian government and the Airport 
Operators Council International. 
Thompson said seven airlines 
already have received or placed or­ 
ders for 116 X-ray machines and one is 
considering the purchase of an ad­ 
ditional 24 machines. The average 
price, he said, is $30,000 per unit.

1918 Ship Disappearance Continues To Baffle Navy

NORFOLK, Va. (AP) - Ct. Cdr. 
George W. Worley had just overseen 
the loading of more than 10,000 tons of 
manganese ore aboard his Navy fuel 
ship when he guided her into the 
Atlantic on March 4, 1918. 
The weather was fair and Worley 
steered the 712-year-old ship away 
from Barbados toward the United 
States and an eventual destination of 
Hampton Roads, Chesapeake Bay and 
Baltimore, Md. 
But Worley and the 308 passengers 
and crewmen aboard the USS Cyclops 
were not bound for Baltimore. They 
were bound for oblivion. 
It was 55 years ago today that the 
Navy, after first denying that the 
LE Chefs A tte n d 


Cyclops was missing, finally admitted 
it was baffled by the disappearance of 
the block-long ship. 
In the years since, the ocean has not 
yielded a single clue to the fate of the 
Cyclops. 
Despite comprehensive, almost 
frantic searches, not one piece of 
wreckage, not one body, not one 
splinter from the 542-foot long ship has 
ever been found.

attempts to locate her having proved 
unsuccessful,” the Navy concluded. 
‘ Many theories have been advanced, 
but none that satisfactorily accounts 
for her disappearance.”

Even then, American 
destroyers were combing miles of the 
Atlantic for some trace of her. 
The destroyers turned up no sign of 
the vessel and finally, a month after 
her last radio message had been 
received, the Navy admitted the truth.

Arms, Economic Problems 


On Nixon-Brezhnev Agenda 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 
President 
Nixon and Soviet Communist leader 
Ix*onid I. Brezhnev are expected to 
concentrate on arms limitations and 
closer economic ties in their “ working 
summit meeting” that opens here next 
Monday. 
U.S. officials caution in advance that 
Brezhnev’s June 18-26 visit is not likely 
to produce any major breakthroughs 
comparable to the agreement on 
defensive weapons signed by Nixon 
when he visited the Soviet Union last 
spring 
For example, they would Im* sur­ 
prised if Nixon and Brezhnev ac­ 
complished anything spectacular on 
the Middle East, where war and peace 
are considered to remain very much in 
the hands of the Arab states and Israel. 
Some half-dozen pacts will he ready 
for announcement during the summit, 
but they are relatively minor in iin- 
portance. 
In a Wednesday 
night speech 
devoted mainly to the economy, Nixon 
said of the summit: “ I can confidently 
predict that out of our meetings will 
come major now progress toward 
reducing both the burden of arms and 
the danger of war ... ” 
Nixon and Brezhnev hopi? to decide 
on the broad directions that should tx* 
taken at Salt ll, the now-recessed 
negotiations iii Geneva on offensive 
arms. And they would like to find ways 
to improve trade between their two 
countries, although the President does 
not have to remind the Soviet leader 
that Congress will have the final say. 
Brezhnev’s visit is in return for 
Nixon’s trip to Russia. 
Brezhnev’s arrival date is still up in 
the air, although Monday is sot at the 
official opening of the visit. Ho could

Ohio Pen Warden 
To Take New Post 


CO LUM BUS, Ohio ( A P ) - Ohio 
Penitentiary Warden Harold Cardwell, 
who was to bt* out of a job when Uh* 
penitentiary finally rinses, is moving 
to Arizona in a similar capacity. 
Cardwell was named Wednesday as 
warden of the Arizona Suite ITison in 
Phoenix, a facility that lias been 
rocked in recent months by distur­ 
bances. 
In submitting his resignation, 
Cardwell said he “ won’t live a lie,” 
adding that the job switch was brought 
about by ( hanging penal policies in 
Ohio, policies he said tend to placaU* 
disruptive inmates at the cost of 
rehabilitation. 
Cardwell, 54, was a former Ohio 
Highway Patrol sergeant. 
The Ohio Pen is currently being 
phased out and its inmates moved to 
the new Southern Ohio Correctional 
Facility in Lucasville. 
“ The time lias come . . . when I can 
no longer support and carry out 
policies which, in my opinion, fail to 
address themselves to the great 
majority of prison inmates who ask 
and require fair but firm treatment,” 
Caldwell said in his resignation to Ohio 
Corrections chief Bennett J. Cooper. 
Cardwell's resignation is effective 
Aug. I, but lie said he plans to leave 
this month on a vacation before 
reporting to Arizona in July. 
Cardwell took over the Ohio prison 
post Aug. 23, 1%8, in the wake of two of 
the most violent and costly riots in the 
prison’s 188-year history. 
He told former Gov. James Rhodes 
at the time he would sUiy “ foi six 
months to get things back in order and 
ease the tension.” 
Since then, he has developed a 
reputation as a tough disc iplinarian 
and advocate of hard line prison 
practices. He believes in helping those 
“ who help themselves.”

Are you “ all thumbs'’”

Any normal human being can per­ 
form a wide variety of repairs around 
the home if he understands the fun­ 
damentals of each project. If he says 
he can’t, it’s because he thinks the 
particular task is more difficult than it 
really is or because he is afraid he 
might be criticized if the job doesn’t 
turn out right or because he prefers not 
to get into anything of that nature since 
it might be expected of him anytime 
something goes wrong. 
Tile first requisite for becoming a 
home handyman is the ability to read. 
There are countless newspaper ar­ 
ticles, magazines and books that will 
tell him how to perform specific tasks. 
Very often they appear more difficult 
than the actual projects, if only 
because it’s easier to show someone 
how to do something than tell him how 
to do it. But once the man (or woman) 
knows what he is trying to accomplish, 
he is halfway home. I^et him start the 
repair or construction and he will 
quickly discover that it’s easier than 
he thought. And instructions that 
seemed ambiguous w ill suddenly 
become very clear.

GOP Holding 
Its Lead In 
Fundraising

The 
Watergate scandal may be hurting 
fund raisers for the Republican 
National Committee and helping the 
Democrats, but the GOP so far has 
maintained its traditional 2-1 edge in 
contributions. 
Quarterly reports filed with the 
General Accounting Office show the 
Republican 
National 
Committee 
received $1.4 million in contributions 
between March I and May 31. 
During the 
same 
period, 
the 
Democratic National Committee took 
in $632,580. 
Both committees had similar cash 
balances on May 31 — the Republicans 
had $289,482, the Democrats $261,533. 
But the Democrats reported current 
debts of $78,000 and a long-term debt of 
$4 million while the Republicans said 
they had just $78,581 in back bills. 
Robert P. Odell Jr., treasurer of the 
Republican 
National 
Fianance 
Committee, said in an interview that 
contributions from a continuing direct 
mail isogram are running ahead of the 
same, roughly comparable off-year 
election period in 1971. 
He added, however, that most of the 
increase of $200,000 was collected in 
the first quarter, before the Watergate 
scandal exploded anew in late March. 
Currently, Odell said, these con­ 
tributions are ahead of 1971 “ but not by 
much.” 
Odell said also that despite small- 
contributor response to direct mail, 
which accounts for about 88 per cent of 
all contributions, large contributions 
of $1,000 and up are off by 25 to 50 per 
cent.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Majority 
Republicans in the Ohio Senate were 
expected to try to bring the adminis­ 
tration’s $9.9 billion budget bill up for a 
floor vote today. But considerable 
committee work remained to be done 
first. 
I^ate Wednesday night, a committee 
considering the b ill’s educational 
provisions ran into a snarl and had to 
order another computer printout 
showing how the measure would affect 
individual school districts. 
The printout could not be completed 
until this morning. In addition, the 
entire bill still faced a formal vote of 
the Senate Finance Committee. The 
panel scheduled a meeting for 10:30 
a.m. and several senators said they 
planned to offer amendments.

Leader 
Theodore M. Gray, R-3 Columbus, said 
he was hopeful “ that things will jell. 
We’re going to try.” 
If the floor vote doesn’t come today, 
the plans call for the two chambers of 
the legislature to hold an unusual 
Friday session. The lawmakers nor­ 
mally adjourn for the week on Thurs­ 
day.

I^ancione, D-99 Bellaire, said they 
would like for the Senate to act this 
week on the House-passed proposal so 
that a conference committee can be 
named to try to work out Senate-House 
differences. 
State spending authority runs out at 
the start of the state’s two-year fiscal 
biennium Ju ly I. 
The Senate made major changes in 
the measure, including cuts in most of 
the departments in the executive 
branch. It also added about $78 million 
for state income tax relief for tax­ 
payers filing joint returns. 
The net effect of the Senate action 
was to add about $49 million to its cost. 
GOP senators took the money realized 
from the cuts and put it into elemen­ 
tary and secondary education, in 
addition to income tax relief. 
The Ohio Environmental Protection 
Agency suffers a $16 million cut under 
the latest proposals. EPA Director Ira 
Whitman deplored the cut Wednesday 
and said if allowed to stand, it would 
mean “ the creation of the EPA will 
have been a wasted effort.” 
Whitman said the cuts would require 
the layoff of 550 employes, “ most of 
whom are in the field inspecting 
pollution sources.”

BELFA ST, Northern Ireland (AP) 
— Guerrillas set off a bomb in a 
Roman Catholic residence hall at­ 
tached to Queen’s University early 
today. 
Twelve nuns and a large number of 
other women inside escaped injury, 
but several were treated for shock, 
authorities reported. 
They said the bomb was planted in a 
doorway near a room where a meeting 
was being held and the blast ripped out 
doors and caused slight structural 
damage. 
It was the second bomb attack on the 
university 
in a week. 
Explosives 
planted in a fire extinguisher last 
weekend caused considerable damage, 
the authorities added.

Skylab May 
Need Another 
Repair Job 


SPACE CEN TER, Houston (AP) — 
Space agency officials decide today 
whether the “ fix anything guys of 
Skylab I should tackle another space­ 
walk repair job. 
Aboard the orbiting laboratory, 
astronauts Charles Conrad Jr., Dr. 
Joseph P. Kerwin and Paul J. Weitz 
scheduled a short work day. They plan 
to go to sleep two hours early, the first 
step in preparations for their return to 
earth next week. 
Conrad and Weitz will aim Skylab 
earth resources cameras at sites they 
tried to photograph earlier in the 
mission but missed because of in­ 
strument problems. 
The picture-taking starts on the 
coast of Oregon and continues as the 
spacecraft passes over the western 
United States, across Texas and then 
down over Central and South America. 
They will be collecting data for 
geologic studies in California, Nevada, 
Arizona and New Mexico. Scientists 
hope to study insect infestation and soil 
salinity from pictures taken of Rio 
Grande valley farms in Texas. 
Meanwhile, high-ranking space 
agency officials meet to evaluate the 
need for a fourth space-walk repair 
effort. 
The point to be decided is whether 
Skylab needs another sun shade. The 
astronauts installed one parasol-like 
shade the day after their May 25 
launch. But experts are concerned that 
orange nylon material in the parasol 
may fade and rot in the intense 
sunlight of space. 
A second shade, which resembles a 
window curtain and is deployed on two 
poles, is aboard Skylab, and the astro­ 
nauts are trained in setting it up. 
One space walk already is scheduled 
for next Wednesday. Kerwin is to 
remove film from a telescope camera 
system outside the space craft. 
If officials decide the second shade is 
needed, the astronauts will install it 
during another space walk on Wed­ 
nesday.
